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Archive News 
Recollections from a Former TCAGO Dean 


A recent conversation with Maline Broberg, a retired public 
school music teacher colleague, prompted questions about a 
former TCAGO Dean. Now in retirement, 90 years old and 
living in Claremont, California, Wilbur Held was our dean from 
1945-1946. During his time in Minnesota, Maline studied or- 
gan with him. She still writes to him and asked if I’d be inter- 
ested in having his address. “Yes,” I said, especially since I 
looked for him at our national convention in Los Angeles last 
summer. (I knew that he was there.) I wanted to tell him that I 
valued as staples in my service music repertoire his composi- 
tions for organ, voice and instruments. I also wanted to ask if 
he would share any recollections of his time in the Twin Cities 
and TCAGO. 


So, I wrote to Dr. Held in early March and enclosed from our 
archives a copy of the minutes of an AGO executive board 
meeting that he submitted and signed on September 22, 1945. 
He wrote back a two page letter dated March 17. These are 
some of the people that he commented on: 


e R. Buchanan Morton was our dean from 1920—1922. 
Because he was in failing health and unable to play, 
Mr. Held played the organ for the Brahms’ Requiem 
at House of Hope Church. Mr. Morton’s son, Ian, 
conducted. (According to the Minn. Death Certifi- 
cate Index, R. Buchanan Morton died on July 23, 
1946.) 


e Stanley R. Avery was the organist/choirmaster at St. 
Mark’s Cathedral. Dr. Held said that Mr. Avery did a 
series of oratorios with minimal orchestra. “I often 
did the organ, and it meant picking up the wind parts, 
as the orchestra was mostly strings. Considering war- 
time problems and limitations, we did some pretty 
good performances.” [Stanley Avery (1879-1967) 
was our treasurer in 1913. Our balance on hand on 
Nov. 3, 1913 was $40.51. We had 42 members. ] 


Arthur Jennings (1887-1972) was our dean from 1943-1945. 
Dr. Held and his wife were friends with Mr. and Mrs. Jennings. 
He did some playing for Arthur. When Arthur’s term as dean 
was over, “...he rather undiplomatically and undemocratically 
railroaded me [Wilbur Held] in as his successor. There were 
some grumbles which I thought were justified, but somehow he 
smoothed things out and I found myself dean for one year—re- 
elected too, but I had to resign....I got the job as Professor of 
Organ at Ohio State University, starting in the fall of 1946.” 


e George Fairclough’s (Our first dean 1910-1912, 
then 1914-1915 and 1939-1943) influence was 
still with us, according to Dr. Held. [Mr. Fair- 
clough was born in Hamilton, Ontario in 1869 and 
died in Saratoga, California in 1954.] 


As for his year as dean, Mr. Held said; “I think we put on a 
successful program that year. I felt that the high point for me 
(and maybe this was the previous year) was a concert of organ 
with orchestra in the Lutheran Church just south of the Sta- 
dium [Univ. of Minn.]...could it have been Harvard Street.? 
[Maybe Grace Lutheran Church] Mrs. Norberg was the or- 
ganist-director there. We enlisted the University symphony, 
and programmed three works: Arthur Jennings played the 
Guilmant first sonata in the arrangement Guilmant made for 
organ and orchestra, Rupert Sircom played a Handel concerto, 
and I played Leo Sowerby’s Medieval Poem which delighted
